1. In response to a request conveyed 1 ' o f your staff, my 

CIA colleagues and I made rn in Corn J. .canvass of our National Vcr College classmates 
following the" appearances at the NVC on 17 October 1972 of the Director of Central 
Intelligence, the Executive Director-Comptroller and the four Deputy Directors, h'e 


wish we could report that comments were uniformly favorable, but in fact the prevailing 
reaction seemed one of disappointment. 

2. Spe-tking first about the Director's presentation, a number of our classmates 
noted that the prepared text on the organization of the Intelligence Community dunlic tod 
to some extent information which had been covered in the assigned readings for this topic. 
(We realize tint the NNC boars the responsibility for selecting the speech topic and 
the- rerdings, but student remarks do not trice those facts into account.) Criticizing 
fur tlier, some students observed tlu-.t in the prepared remarks the Director seemed to be 


talking down to his audience, 


and they clr-imed that the tone 


set by the spo-ch inhibited

Gone quest'- ons did bred; cwoy from these 
constraints, of course, but the comment was common enough Among class members to merit 
mention .here, -The five representatives' were praised for their c;.ndid, loiovl edge able 
responses (which seems to contradict in pert what is repor'ted immediately above) , end 
there v..s gratification th.-t the Agency had proven its interest in the XVC by sending 
so senior a delegation. The over— all impression reported to us, however, w s one of 
disappointment that the session had not been more productive. 

5. One perceptive classmate observed wryly that the disappointment was self-induced 
because outsiders caxmo t help ap. pro aching CIA briefings with the hope that they will 
hear "the real, inside scoop" about current clandestine activities. Of course they 
can't and won't be given such revelations, and they realize that fay can't ®d won't, 
but the things they can and do he, r are taxis in comparison with their "007" preconceptions 
Whatever the truth of this observation, those of us from the Agency who ere in the v..C 
Class of '73 believe that our classmates missed a golden opportunity. They won't often 
hs.ve the chance to question CIA's senior managers about the Agency' s activities, and they 
certainly did not take full advantage of the chonce they lied hare. 

6. To some extent the comments reported above reflect the peculiar chemistry of a 

particular group of people on a particular day. Another group, or this same groun on 

a different day, might generate quite different reactions. Any group might feel the sense 
of inhibition mentioned by our classmates, however, end to eliminate this possibility 
during future visits the school should be urged to announce in advance of any sessions
